Perhaps some may 
think I touch too boldly upon the 
realities of house keeping, house 
keepers, however will not because 
there are too many who delight 
in ordered homes, who before now 
have been enabled by ‘‘hints” 
from others to improve upon their 
own plan of working and thus ex- 
pedite this topsy turby engage- 
ment. Sometimes I fear we enter- 
tain unawares sentiments sarour- 
ing of false delicacy in somethings 
at any rate. I don’t think a home 
could possibly be too common 
place to necessitate a methodigal: 
plan of arrange the domestic da- 
ties, commencing at the thor- 
ough application of the scrubbing 
brush, all the way to the unique 
arrangement of brica brac. I think 
we should be justjas anxious to ex- 
change ideas relative to our kitch- 
ens, aS our sitting rooms, when 
we recall to mind the proud satis- 
faction a house keeper feels, when 
she looks around her and knows 
for a certain that her apartments 
from dark cubbard to fully expos- 
ed cabinet, is thoroughly clean and 
orderly, and few of us there be who 
do not realize the pleasure it 1s 
to visit such a home where the very

This however is rath- 
er a diresion so far ag house clean- 
ing is concerned, when we see 
striking evidences on all sides that 
the sooner we adjust the dusting 
cap, roll up our sleeves and com- 
mence work with the determina- 
tion ‘todo well, what ever we 
attempt to do the better ‘twill be 
for our Own comfort and satisfac- 
tion.
